When the reader reaches this 
point in the passion of Husain 
the emotions of the hearers, es- 
pecially the more illiterate and 
provincial, are so aroused iit is 
dangerous for an unbeliever to 
be present.” 

We likely were in no real dan- | 
ger, but I recall that mosque yet | 
in detail. It was beautiful, yet | 
there was dirt and sloven ugli- | 
ness about it, too. The pool was 
dirty and the water green with 
scum about the edges. Pigeons 
had grossly fouled its rim and the 
ground about it. So it was that |

and all unbelievers and dissent- 
ers. Ali Rasmara has been pushing 
social reforms, such as breaking 
up the estates of the ruling class, 
and it may be Said with assurance 
the assassins were hired, and in- 
flamed to the deed, by this group. 
The Shah’s own family is badly 
split on the issue—which he 
pushes. But one of his sisters is 
bitterly opposed and is believed 
to have plotted against her 
brother, seeking to remove him 
from the throne.

Its Painful, But 
A Duty, Mr. Redwine 


While vpe appreciate the position of 
Revenue Cbmmissioner Charles Redwine, 
there is much to say for the resolution 
passed by ‘the Macon Retail Merchants 
Bureau urging the Commissioner to estab- 
lish uniforra brackets for the collection of 
the new State sales tax on low-cost items. 

Mr. Redwine has said he would not set 
price levels: at which merchants will col- 
lect the tax :from consumers, but will allow 
individual merchants to make their own 
decision. The law empowers the Commis- 
sioner to establish collection brackets but 
does not require that hedoso. > 


Uniform brackets would prevertigcon- 
fusion and misunderstanding. The Macon 
organization has suggested a schedule call- 
ing for no tax on items up to 15 cents, one 
cent on itenas from 16 through 37 cents, 
two cents on those from 38 through 67 
cents and three cents on items from 68 
cents to $1.15. After that the straight 
three per cent tax would be charged. 


That sounds reasonable enough, but 
what if Macon should adopt that schedule, 
Atlanta anotther, Augusta another and Sa- 
vannah still another? Moreover, not all 
individual stores in those cities might be 
bound by such an agreement. 

Mr. Redtwine, as painful as the duty 
obviously would be, could prevent the 
ensuing inevitable confusion by prescrib- 
ing a collection schedule which merchants 
all over the State would be required to fol- 
low. We hape he reconsiders and does so.

We assume the new Grand Jury is 
going more deeply into the matter of the 
County Commissioners’ timber deal. Surely 
there must be some way in which the 
county can avoid the loss of approximately 
$25,000, even if it loses the present case 
in court. The Grand Jury laid responsi- 
bility for the sale of timber rights on a 
county tract squarely upon Commissioners 
Doyal, Towns and Hailey. The sale was 
to James P. Malcolm for the sum of $30,500 
and was voted by these three Commission- 
ers at a time, the Grand Jury reported, 
when other offers were on file which would 
have brought the county about $55,000. 

Should the county lose the present court 
case and be forced to go through with 
the sale, we hope the present Grand Jury 
will follow the recommendation of the pre- 
vious one and “take action ... to see that 
those who have violated the law be pun- 
ished ... if the law as to malpractice in 
office has been violated.” 

The public will keep close watch. It 
will be satisfied with nothing less than

We All Chafe 
Under the Restraint 


What Gen. MacArthur means when he 
says he needs more freedom to strike back 
at Chinese troops is freedom to bomb 
Manchuria. 

That is a feeling most of us have in 
our more fretful moments. We chafe under 
the restraint of the “inviolate sanctuary” 
almost as much as the General himself. 
Nobody is deceived by the Soviet-Chinese 
policy. 

But there is grave doubt that this step 
ought :o be taken—yet, anyway. It might 
be an excuse for Russia to enter the Far 
Eastern war. We cannot afford to fight a 
big land war in the Far East. Britain, 
France and our other allies would shrink 
from bombing Manchuria. It could even 
cause a break in the solid Western position, 
and a strong confederation of free peoples 
is necessary if Soviet aggression is to be 
checked. 

There are indications Russia’s immedi- 
ate intentions may be clarified one way 
or another soon. It is best that we do 
nothing that could be construed as pro- 
vocative for the time, however uncomfort- 
able our present predicament.

Powerful Deterrent 
On the Soviets 


WASHINGTON—It has remained for one of 

the country’s foremost scientists, Dr. Vannevar 

Bush, a codeveloper of the atomic bomb, to give 

the best explanation yet heard of why we are not likely to be 
forced into a war with Soviet Russia at any time in the near future. 


We are not prepared for such a war at the present time, except 
defensively through counter air attacks, and our major concern 
has been that we would find ourselves drawn into such a war 
before we were ready. All of our present rearmament program 
is directed to that end. 


What happened in Korea served to put us on notice of the 
danger that threatens us from the Communist world, centered in 
Moscow. If the Communists had been able to get away with what 
was attempted there, the next move was scheduled to come in West- 
ern Europe. That most certainly would have involved us in another 
world war, since, as Gen. Eisenhower has so clearly pointed out, 


we cannot afford to have Europe come under the domination of 
Soviet Russia. 


Restraint By our actions in Korea we have shown the Com- 

munists that we will not stand for aggression in 
other parts of the world. We do not, at the present time, have 
the ground forces to back up our position; but, as Dr. Bush 
points out, we do have a powerful weapon of restraint in the atom 
bomb: An authority on the subject, he defines its war potential 
in a way that makes it easy to understand why the Russians have 
held back from making further moves and why they are not likely 
to commit other acts of aggression that would lead to war with us. 


For, as Dr. Bush puts it, if the Soviets started war in Europe 
now, American atomic bombs “would destroy Russia.” Explaining 
why the A-bomb remains a powerful deterrent to Russia, the sci- 
entist, a former head of the nation’s Research and Development 
Board, had this to say: 


“We could destroy not only the key centers from which her 
armies would be supplied, but also political centers and the com- 
munications of her armies on the march. Initially equipped with 
weapons and supplies, those armies might keep rolling for a time, 
but there would be no Russia behind them as we know it today. 


“The answer to this is that the armies will not roll. No all-out 
war is in sight for the immediate future unless they or we make 
some serious error indeed. 

“If Russia knows that she cannot go beyond certain bound- 
aries without provoking a war, she will not pass those bounds; 
no war wHl occur. This has been well shown in recent years. 
The only apparent exception is in Korea, and there we did not 


make our position clear.” 
The | F° The problem, Dr. Bush warned, is to maintain the 
military stalemate now made possible by American 
alomie superiority. If the Russians were on equal terms with us 
in atomic bombs, the situation might be different. The fact that 
they are not explains why we are able to build up our defenses 
otherwise without their stepping in to strike while we were unpre- 
pared, except in the air. 

If they move in Western Europe now, their armies might for 
a time overrun much of the area there. But in due course we 
would chop them to pieces in the rear, leaving the striking force 
in front cut in two like a snake with its head severed from the 
rest of its body. 

It is reassuring to have a man of Dr. Bush’s scientific status 
define the situation so simply. It does not make sense that the 
Russians will start anything while we have the atomic drop on 
them. Later when we have built up our other forces to the proper 
level, our aim is to have a showdown that will avoid war and 
lead to permanent world peace.

WASHINGTON—The Truman Administration is getting on the wrong side 


of the very plain moral issue of good government. 


President Truman, himself, 


is much to blame through his defensive, chip-on-the-shoulder attitude in respect 

to the callous carelessness about the sifnple proprieties that has existed in some 

rs quarters as disclosed in the current RFC expose. He can ill afford te be. This 

— is not only because he is the President and steward of 150,000,000 people and not 

President of his friends. It is also because he heads an administration, as did his predecessor, which, 

due to its covenant with the plain people, lives in a glass house to a greater degree than have many 
others. That imposes a special obligation. on him and on those around him. 


It would seem incumbent upon a President 
who is continually storming the citadels of spe- 
cial privilege—and sincerely—that he be very 


sure that special privileges are not taken by those — 


around him to play loose with the operations of 
government contrary to the best public interest. 


For that government belongs te the peo- 
ple and must be protected from those, mas- 
querading as its friends, whe weuld exploit 
it selfishly, as tt must be protected against 
big private interests that would exploit it 
for their selfish ends.. In some cases around 
here now it is hard te see much difference. 


A failure of stewardship that gives license to 
“friends around the throne” offers an opening 
for attacks by those who are constantly sniping 
at government-for-the-many with its praisewor- 
thy social welfare and economic reform objec- 
tives. The result is to let down the rank and 
file who put their trust and hopes in govern- 
ment administered for their protection and, like- 
wise, to weaken instruments of government de- 
signed to promote general public interest as, in 
the present instance the RFC. 

This is illustrated in the great hue and cry 
now to abolish that lending agency. 

No President can possibly know at all times 
what goes on in every agency of government.

Dr. Burkhardt points out it is difficult to 
secure accurate information about the Soviet 
Union, but makes a number of recommendations 
concerning teaching about the country.

2. That teaching about the Soviet Union be 
confined to the most important aspects of that 
nation and its people. 

3. Judicious use should he made of pamphiets 
and other periodical material c~*'ing with 
Russia. 

4. Full use of current events. 

Discussion of this report with several Georgia 


educators brought general, agreement with Dr. 
Burkhardt’s principal thesis that textbooks pre- 
sent a limited picture of Soviet Russia today, 
but a number of significant points were made by 
thése educators, among them being: 

1. Newspapers and the radio both hold im- 
portant positions in the teaching of subjects re- 
lated to the Soviet Union. Two educators inter- 
viewed said these mediums constitute the prin- 
cipal source of authoritative information on the 
Soviet Union. 

2. Textbooks have a considerable lag in pre- 
senting “historical” evaluation of comparatively 
recent events, The Rooseveltian era was cited as 
an example. Balanced and thorough treatment 
of this recent era is just now beginning to ap- 
pear in textbooks. Another example was the fact 
it took years for the appearance of dispassionate 
accounts of the War Between the States. What is 
happening in Russia today is of comparative re- 
cent beginning. 

3. Understanding is not a one-way street, 
Russia does not present an accurate picture of 
herself, it was observed. Dictatorship there has 
perverted the mediums of information, and the 
Russian people are being given distorted versions 
of all history, both their own and ours, and of all 
people. Consequently, it is very difficult to se- 
cure competent information on the Soviet Union. 

4. The desirability of understanding between 
the two nations was stressed, but at the same 
time it was acknowledged that the announced 
Communist goal of world domination with its 
attendant tenseness in all lands, made the attain- 
ment of that ideal most difficult. 


With the reservations as noted above, still 
it is difficult te realize that the nation which 
by its actions wields a tremendous influence 
on our existence of today, and of tomorrow, 
is so sketchily covered during the primary 
days of learning. 


Perhaps it will be to the interest of the U. S. 
Government to make available, perhaps even to 
publish, the Jatest and most complete information 
available on Russia and her people for use by the 
students of today who as citizens of tomorrow 
will face the problem of dealing with the inhabi- 
tants of the Soviet Union—either in war, or in 
peace.

When a Mad. Dog Bites You 


If a mad dog bites you, don’t kill valuable time trying to get to a physician for 
first aid. Just plunge the wound immediately into some strong soapy water 
and soak it good for about 20 minutes. This is some new advice being given 


by Dr. T. F. Sellers, director of the Georgia Health Department, 


which has 


attracted nation-wide attention since it recently appeared in a medical textbook. 
BN . Sellers, who has made the study of rabies his hobby for 30 years, says that the 
veliii and even doctors in the past have had too great a fear of rabies because of superstition and 
mystery which forrherly surrounded the disease. It formerly has been the custom to cauterize the 
bite wounds with strong nitric acid. Recent experiments show that washing with soapy water is 


just as good a method for destroying rabies virus 
and other germs. 
The soap treatment is preferred by Sellers 


. because it isn’t painful and doesn’t damage tis- 


sues or cause unnecessary scarring as the nitric 
acid sometimes does. Chiefly, however, soapy 
water is immediately available in every home. 


Sellers warns that this is solely first-aid 
treatment—you must get in touch with a 
physician or the nearest health department 
for further instructions. 


When a group of physicians of Southern 
medical schools recently edited a new text- 
book, Sellers contributed a chapter on rabies. 
He received requests from over the nation for 
more information on the soapy-water first-aid 
treatment. 

The Greater Atlanta area is the rabies center 
of Georgia at present, Sellers says. However, 
he points out that rabies has been whipped @s a 
problem in Georgia. Not a Georgian has died 
of rabies infection in fouc years. Yet, prior to 
that time, 90 Georgians died over a period of 30 
years. 

Passage of the State-wide compulsory dog 
vaccination law in 1945 was a major step in 
knocking out rabies. In the past five years the 


number of positive animal heads examined in the 
State has declined from 762 to 407. The number 
of human antirabic treatments has declined from 


2,426 to 895. 

Continuing the discussion of public health 
in Georgia, Dr. Sellers pointed out that the pur- 
pose of the State Premarital Law was to pre- 
vent the spread of syphillis in the marital rela- 
tionship. The law, which became effective in 
1949, required that the applicant for a marriage 
license have a blood test and that such examina- 
tion satisfy the physician that the applicant is 
not infected with syphillis, or if so infected the 
disease is not in an infectious stage. 


Results of the first year’s operation of the 
law showed that 4.5 per cent of the pre- 
marital blood tests were positive. Of the 
92.328 premarital blood tests made, 4,128 
were positive, 815 were doubtful and 87,385 
were negative. 


Recalling a letter he received from a 60-year- 
old couple asking if they had to have a blood 
test at their age, Sellers declared that there is 
absolutely no exception to the Premarital Law. 
All who obtain marriage licenses in Georgia 
must first have the blood test.

Of Southern. Exposure

That genial old Southern 


Nemours & Co., issued 4s annual report Wednesday, a docu- Capital Airl 
ment which should be satisfying to all concerned. 


Particularly should the report) 
cause the Southerner to experience 
a glow of content, for in a way it. 
is a progress chart of just how 
well our Yankee-sired baby is re- 
sponding to a warm clime and 
grits-and-gravy living. 

Soon after the surrender of 
Japan in 1945, the du Pont Com- 
pany, like a lot of industries and 
folks, got an itch to move. It need- 
ed a bigger, better house. 


As long as one can remember 
du Pont has been a name synony- 
mous with big Yankee industry. 
It was, in fact, so “damvankee” 
that it became a favorite whipping 
boy of the Southern politician, 
along with Wall Street. 


When du Pont began house 
hunting, it caught the Chattanooga 
choo-choo, It's first new postwar 
quarters was a $20,000,000 plant 
in Chattanooga, Tenn., for the 
manutacgure of nylon fibers. Since 
that time, the plant has. tripled its 
initial capacity. 


The Chattanooga plant, which 
incidentally employs hundreds of 
Georgia mountaineers, was only a 
starter in du Pont’s march South- 
ward, Since that time, the Com- 
pany has spent $550,000,000 in 
plant construction, mostly for 
eight additional new plants, six of 
which were located in the South, 
one in the border state of West 
Virginia and the other, a com- 
partively small formaldehyde out- 
fit, in Toledo, Ohio. Major expan- 
sions of existing plants, moréover, 
have been at a nylon yarn plant 
in Martinsville, Va., and an acetate 
rayon plant in Waynesboro, Va. 

In its annual report, du Pont 
says “the products of these new 
plants and plant expansions rep- 
resented 35 percent of the Com- 
pany’s 1950 sales; the new invest- 
ment, and working capital re- 
quired therefor, represented 45 
percent of the total average op- 
erating investment in 1950.” 

Du Pont will also build and 
operate the billion-dollar hydro- 
gen-bomb plant on the east bank 
of the Savannah River near Au- 
gusta. In the blueprint stage are 
even more tremendous projects 
for the Company in the South. 

Du Pont’s Southern march is, te 
some extent, a measure of indus- 
try’s general turn in this direction. 
More and more the nation’s manu- 
facturers are branching out into 
the Southeast and the Southwest. 
Particularly is this true of textiles 
and chemicals. 


How they are getting along may 
be measured by a further look 
at du Pont’s report for 1950: 


“Total sales for the year hit a 
new record high of $1,297,000,000,” 
the du Pont report states. “This 
was $272,000,000, or 27 percent, 
higher than the sales figure for 
the previous year of 1949.” 
~ The Company reported an av- 
erage operating investment for 
1950 of $1,408,000,000, 11 percent 
higher than in 1949, and 124 per- 
cent more than it was 10 years ago. 
Net earnings on the operating in- 
vestment were $187,000,000, a re- 
turn of 13.3 percent, compared 
with $134,000,000, or 10.5 percent, 
for 1949. 

Total earnings applicable to 
each share of common stock were 
$6.59, compared with $4.52 in 
1949. Common stock dividends 
paid during 1950 amounted to 
$5.35 as against $3.40 paid in 1949.
